Rio  de  Janeiro,  September  27th,  1892. 

The  scheme  now  under  consideration 
(or  the  organization  of  a  central  association 
of  all  classes  interested  in  the  coffee  trade, 
is  so  decidedly  good  that  it  needs  no  ad- 
vocacy. For  a  branch  of  production  and 
commerce  representing  so  much  money 
and  such  vast  economic  interests,  an  asso- 
ciation of  this  character  is  a  necessity,  and 
it  reflects  very  little  credit  on  those  in- 
terested that  such  an  organization  was  not 
long  ago  effected.  The  questions  constant- 
ly arising  as  to  production,  transportation, 
grading  and  shipping  ate  so  important  that 
they  require  the  best  study  and  solution 
that  the  whole  trade  can  give  them,  and 
these  alone  demand  co-operation.  Such  an 
association  could  easily  undertake  to  secure 
information  in  details  of  planting  and  to 
encourage  experiments  tending  to  an  im- 
provement of  the  product,  ail  of  which 
would  be  of  direct  benefit  to  the  country 
and  to  the  reputation  of  its  principal  pro- 
due,!.  No  such  effort  has  ever  been  made, 
although  its  advantages  are  dearly  apparent. 
In  questions  of  transportation  it  could  not 
help  being  of  incalculable  benefit,  particu- 
larly at  the  present-  time.  The  costs  of 
marketing  the  product  and  the  obstacles 
met  in  handling  it  in  this  port,  are  also 


questions  of  pressing  importance,  and 
which  will  never  be  solved  until  all  the 
classes  interested  are  brought  more  closely 
together  and  are  made  to  *ee  that  their  in- 
terests are  dependent  upon  each  other,  and 
not  antagonistic,  Uy  all  means  let  the 
association  he  formed  and  then  let  us  have 
concerted  action  in  carrying  out  improve- 
ments which  till  must  admit  uro  most 
necessary, 


We  are  glad  to  note  that  there  is  prob- 
ability that  the  S.  Paulo  railway  question  will 
again  be  opened  with  good  prospects  for 
its  successful  settlement,  The  differences 
of  opinion  which  have  arisen  between  the 
government  and  this  mil  way  company 
ought  to  be  settled  elsewhere  and  should 
not  be  permitted  to  stand  in  the  way  of  the 
immediate  extension  of  the  company's 
transportation  facilities.  As  we  have  before 
stated,  we  have  no  sympathy  whatever  with 
the  English  company's  claim  to  an  exclusive 
privilege  in  the  port  of  Santos,  even  though 
there  may  be  something  of  justice  in  its 
protests  against  lines  which  start  from 
beyond  its  terminus  and  seek  its  seaport  by 
a  circuitous  route  outside  its  privileged 
zone.  The  object  of  a  privileged  zone  is  to 
protect  a  line  against  competition,  which  in 
this  particular  case  it  fails  to  do.  However, 
all  this  dispute  can  easily  lie  settled  by 
other  methods  than  that  of  exacting  a 
surrender  as  the  price  of  a  new  favor,  which 
the  minister  ol  agriculture  very  unjustly 
tried  to  tlo.  The  needs  of  the  port  of 
Santos  and  state  ol  Sao  Paulo  are  so  pressing 
that  they  can  not  wait.  At  this  moment, 
as  we  are  informed,  there  are  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  vessels  wailing  in  the  port 
of  Santos  to  discharge  at  the  railway  pier, 
and  it  will  lake  not  less  than  eighteen 
months  to  effect  their  discharge,  to  say 
nothing  of  new  arrivals.  The  streets 
and  warehouses  are  full  of  merchandise  for 
shipment  tip  country,  and  although  the 
railway  is  doing  an  immense  amount  of 
work  with  the  facilities  at  its  disposal  it  is 
practically  a  hopeless  task  lo  try  to  clear 
away  the  acci  mutations  of  goods  awaiting 
shipment.  Under  these  conditions  not  one 
single  obstacle  should  be  permitted  to 
stand  in  the  way.  The  Sao  Paulo  railway 
should  at  once  double  or  even  quadruple 
its  lines  and  it  should  work  every  hour  in 
the  twenty-four.  It  is  not  asked  to  do  all 
this  as  a  favor,  but  as  an  obligation,  for 
which  it  will  he  duly  paid.  And  to  make 
the  company's  obligation  all  the  clearer  and 
stronger,  the  government  should  be  very 
careful  not  to  interpose  one  single  obstacle. 
There  are  too  many  vital  interests  concern- 
ed to  permit  petty  considerations  to  stand  Lit 
the  way  of  so  important  and  general  [a 
public  service. 


INTOLERANCE  IN  CATHOLICS. 


Rio  de  Janeiro,  22ml  September^  1892} 

To  Hie  Editor  of  The  Kio  News: 

Dear  Sir.— I  have  no  desire  to  protest  against 
your  remarks  of  2otli  September  on  intolerance  i(i 
Catholics  or  any  other  body  of  people  in  Brazil. 
Neither  could  I  object  to  a  truthful  criticism  if 
not  or  i  1  ins  and  discreditable  facts  such  as  ignnram/e 
of  religion,  immorality  iti  people  or  in  their  priests, 
pertinacious  and  virulent  opposition  lo  liberal 
ideas,  etc.  On  the  contrary,  I  llliilk  the  exposure 
and  censure  of  such  things,  here  as  elsewhere,  ill  a 
public  journal  should  lend  powerfully  to  pm  thou 
down. 

I  consider,  however,  uncalled  for  and  unfair, 
your  attributing  to  the  Catholic  Church  the  direct 
leaching  and  organized  protection  of  the  gross  evils 
you  mention.  Such  accusations  are  rather  oflen. 
sive  lo- Catholics  of  other  nationalities  in  Brazil, 
though  I  ant  certain  you  did  not  intend  this  lor 
they  know  and  acknowledge  tile  absolute  identity 
of  the  same  church  in  Brazil,  England  and  every 
other  country,  and  well  know  thai  the  charge  you 
make  against  it  is  unfounded,  and,  if  you  allow  me 
lo  say  so,  partakes  of  the  very  intolerance  which 
you  censure. 

I  am,  dear  Sir, 
Yours  very  truly, 
A  Roman  Catholic  in  Kio. 

In  regard  to  the  foregoing,  we  have 
earned  the  right  to  say  that  we  are  not  in  the 
habit  of  making  unfounded  charges.  Those 
who  know  us  will  also  bear  testimony  that 
we  are  not  intolerant  toward  any  religious 
sect.  We  are  quite  as  ready  to  criticise  the 
excesses  of  one  sect,  as  those  of  another, 
consequently  our  correspondent  must  acquit 
us  of  the  charge  of  intolerance.  As  for  the 
issue  raised  on  our  accusing  the  Catholic 
church  here  of  "protecting  immorality,"  the 
facts  prove  the  truth  of  our  assertion.  We 
did  not  say  that  the  church  "leaches" 
immorality;  nor  do  we  now  make  such  an 
assertion,  although  the  indirect  results  of  the 
conduct  and  policy  of  the  priesthood  might 
warrant  such  a  charge.  To  prove  that  it 
protects  immorality,  we  have  only  to  cite 


the  obstacles  which  the  priesthood  places  in 
the  way  of  marriage,  which  is  the  cause  of  so 
niiiny  illegal  unions  and  of  so  much  vice  in 
the  country.  Out  correspondent  is  a  just 
ami  observant  man  ;  can  lie  point  out 
a  country  where  there  is  a  larger  percentage 
of  illegitimacy  than  in  Brazil }  In  this  city 
it  is  probably  not  less  than  20  per  cent.  A 
few  years  ago  we  saw  a  statistical  return 
which  showed  a  percentage  ol  more  than  50 
per  cent  in  a  town  not  far  from  here.  A 
gentleman  some  time  since  told  us  of  a 
small  village  in  Minns,  which  he  had  just 
visited,  in  which  there  was  hut  one  married 
couple.  The  reason  given  for  this  stale  of 
tilings  was  that  marriage  costs  too  much  and 
the  church  exacted  impossibilities.  We 
once  met  a  poor  fisherman  who  had 
expended  over  a  hundred  milreis  in  fees 
trying  to  get  a  certificate  of  baptism, 
preliminary  to  getting  married.  As  lor  the 
open  immoralities  of  the  priests — not  all  of 
them,  of  course — it  is  unnecessary  for  us  lo 
make  an  accusation.  The  whole  world 
knows  what  their  reputation  is,  and  we 
have  heard  foreign  Catholics  criticise  il  as 
severely  as  any  Piolestant  could  do.  We 
have  mote  than  once  discussed  these  same 
questions,  and  have  blamed  the  priesthood 
of  the  Catholic  church  for  much  ol  the 
immorality,  ignorance  and  apathy  of  the 
Brazilian  people,  and  as  lung  as  they 
continue  to  occupy  the  responsible  position 
which  they  still  hold,  that  of  teachers  and 
moral  guides,  we  must  continue  to  hold 
them  strictly  responsible  for  their  teachings 
and  their  conduct.  Ifihey  fail  to  satisfy 
our  expectations,  then  it  is  our  duty  to 
criticise,  and  we  trust  our  correspondent 
will  believe  that  we  do  so  without  the  least 
desire  or  intention  of  casting  reflections  on 
others.

THE  TRANSPORTATION  CRISIS,  IN  THE 

STATE     OF    S,     PAULO    AND     THE 

S.   PAULO  RAILWAY. 

(Continued.) 

IV 

We  have  had  ample  cause  for  discussing  the 
clauses  ol  Decree  No.  1,7590!  April  261I1,  1S56,  in 
regard  to  the  grant  lo  the  S.  Paulo  Railway 
Company. 

However  clear  the  provisions  of  clause  II  of 
that  Decree  may  be,  they  have  (ailed  in  convince 
lite  superintendent  who,  while  he  asse  Is  (he  possi- 
bility of  the  building  of  other  lines  to  Santos  in  a 
different  direction,  does  not,  however,  conform  to 
the  grant  made  to  the  Sorocabana  company,  nor  to 
that  made  to  the  Mngyana. 

Thus  in  the  opinion  ol  the  worthy  superintendent 
of  the  S.  Paulo  Railway  Company  both  these  roads 
have  the  same  direction  as  the  English  road,  and 
hence  Ins  protest  before  the  sectional  judge  ami  his 
communication  to  the  hoard  of  directors  in  London 
in  regard  to  the  alleged  dispute  initiated  by  the 
govern  men  I . 

Now  this  dispute  is  merely  a  product  ol  bis 
imagination  and  the  new  protest  is  merely  another 
proof  of  what  we  have  asserted  in  these  columns, 
thai  this  company  considers  itself  the  absolute 
proprietor  of  the  carrying  trade  between  Santos 
and  the  interior,  because  in  its  opinion  110  road  can 
leave  Santos  without  going  in  the  same  direction. 

In  the  preceding  article  wc  examined  clause  II 
of  Decree  1,759  ani'  we  have  not  only  proved  that 
the  port  ol  Santos  is  not  privileged  territory  of  that 
road,  whose  grant  indeed  was  made  for  the  vicinity 
of  the  nty  of  Santos,  1ml  also  that  no  oilier  point  on 
its  route  is  privileged  in  the  sense  of  excluding  the 
passage  of  other  roads. 

Let  us,  however,  examine  the  new  clause  pro- 
posed by  the  government,  which  with  others  led 
the  company  to  refuse  to  sign  the  contract. 

If  the  ucion  of  the  talented  Dr.  Herzedello  Coriea 
in  shielding  the  interests  of  the  slate  from  the  en- 
croachments of  the  English  company  had  110  other 
justification,  the  article  of  (he  stt|  :;iiulendent  pub- 
lished in  the  Jornal  do  Comma  (h  ol  the  day  before 
yesterday  would  be  sufficient  to  prove  lliat  the 
honorable  minister  showed  thorough  comprehen- 
sion ol  the  duties  of  his  position  in  opposing  the 
absurd  claims  of  a  company,  whose  shareholders 
have  obtained  generous  remuneration  for  their 
capital  and  which  nevertheless  demands  new  favors 
and  new  rights  as  a  piiee  for  improving  its  means 
of  trans  porta  lion. 

It  is  true  that  the  proposed  new  lines  will  com- 
pete with  the  S.  I'aulo  Railway  Company;  but  it 
is  also  true  that  (heir  construction  will  save  thou- 
sands  of  conlos  of  reis  which  trade  and  agriculture 
in  the  stale  of  S.  Paulo  now  lose  on  account  of  the 
insufficient  capacity  of  the  inclined  planes  of  that 
railway,  whose  proprietors  consider  30%  too 
small  a  dividend  and  feel  loo  poor  to  spend  a 
little  money  on  the  necessary  improvements. 

Il  is  likewise  true  that  in  consequence  of  this 
competition  the  dividends  declared  will  he  smaller  ; 
but  what  is  indisputable  is  that  the  government 
cannot  permit  the  development  of  a  stale  like  S. 
I'aulo  to  he  hampered  by  confining  its  trade  Lo  lite 
insufficient  carrying  capacity  of  a  single  railway. 

Clause  4J  of  Decree  No.  1, 759  gives  preference 
to  the  S.  I'aulo  Railway  Company  lor  the  building 
of  other  railways,  but  this  preference  is  given  on 
equal  terms  and  ihe  conditions  which  il  now  seeks 
to  force  on  tiie  government  are  not  similar  to  those 
that  regulate  the  grants  lo  the  Sorocabana,  I'.iu- 
lista  and  Mogyana.  To  these  roads  no  favors  ate 
granted,  nor  is  it  possible  for  them  to  become  at 
any  time  an  insuperable  obstacle  to  the  progress  of 
S.  Paulo. 

Clause  IV  as  proposed  by  the  government  was 
as  follows  :  ; 


"  For  all  the  railroads  of  ihe  S.  Paulo  Railway 
Company,  Limited,  the  privileged  territory  will  be 
the  same  as  that  mentioned  in  the  second  of  the 
clauses  that  accompanied  Decree  No  1  ?rr>  nt 
April  afilll,  1S56,  and  wilt  be  based  on  the  route  of 
the  present  line.  It  is  understood  that  the  port 
mid  cily  of  Santos  do  not  form  part  of  this  privi- 
leged lerriioiy  nml  that  from  these  points  other 
railways  may  be  built  without  Intolerance  from  the 
S.  Paulo  Knilway  Company,  Limited,  which  in 
event  ..|  its  attempting  in  any  way  lo  prevent  the 
building  of  such  roads  will  lose  the  right  to  its 
privileged  territory.  It  is  also  clearly  understood 
that  the  exclusive  riylit  of  the  S.  Paulo  Railway 
Company,  Limned,  to  certain  territory  refers 
solely  lo  the  impossibility  of  ihe  building  'of  ,i||,er 
railways  between  Santos  and  fundialiy,  and  to 
their  receiving  and  delivering  height  mfd  p^sen- 
gers  within  the  limns  of  its  privileged  territory 
but  it  m  no  way  precludes  the  building  of  other 
imlwnys  miming  in  a  different  diiecii.m  from  that 
prescribed  (Irom  Santos  to  S.  Paulo  and  from  S 
I'aulo  to  Jundlal.y),  and  such  roads  may  approach 
and  even  cioss  the  hues  of  the  S.  I'aulo  Railway 
Company,  Limited." 

The  penalty  of  losing  the  right  to  the  privileged 
zone  was  imposed  as  11  means  of  preventing  the 
company  bom  attempting  to  hinder  the  building  of 
other  mads  by  prmesling  betore  the  executive 
bianch  of  the  government,  ur  by  means  of  litigation 
ill  courts  of  justice. 

Besides,  Ihe  clause  is  limbing  molL.  man  a  repe. 
lition,  in  oilier  words,  of  a  similar  clause  in  {).;cix<- 
No,  1,759.  What  innovation  does  it  contain? 
That  Santos  am!  Us  ports  are  not  privileged  ooinls  ? 
In  ibis  respect  that  clause  is  explicit,  The  pnssi- 
hility  of  building  other  lines  from  Santos?  This 
also  is  recognized  in  that  decree, 

No  new  right  was  consequently  created  by  the 
clause,  which  merely  established  a  penally  omitted 
in  the  decree. 

In  view  of  this  circumstance  the  honorable  Dr. 
Serzedello  Conej  changed  that  clause  to  the 
following : 

"  For  all  the  railroads  of  die  S.  Paulo  Railway 
Company,  Limited,  the  priviliged  territory  will  be 
the  same  as  that  mentioned  in  the  second  ol  the 
clauses  that  accompanied  Decree  No.  1,7150  of 
April  26H1,  1856,  and  will  lie  based  011  the  route  of 
the  piesent  line.  It  is  understood  that  the  port 
and  city  of  Santos  do  not  form  part  of  ibis  privi- 
leged territory  and  that  from  these  points  other 
railways  may  lie  built.  It  is  also  understood  that 
lite  exclusive  right  of  the  S.  Paulo  Railway  Com- 
pany, Limited,  to  certain  territory  refers  solely  lo 
the  impossibility  of  the  building  of  other  railways 
running  from  Santos  to  S.  Paulo  and  from  S.  I'aulo 
to  Turidiahy,  and  to  their  receiving  and  delivering 
freight  and  passengers  within  the  limits  itf  its 
privileged  territory  and  consequently  only  piecludcs 
the  building  ol  railways  in  the  same  direction." 

Il  did  not  suit  the  S.  I'aulo  Railway  Company, 
however,  lo  confess  that  all  the  protests  which  up 
lo  the  present  it  has  made  against  new  grants  of 
lines  lo  Santos  are  unfounded,  and  il  consequently 
refused  to  accept  this  wording  of  the  clause,  de- 
mantling  that  thai  contained  in  the  said  decree  of 
1S56  should  be  retained. 

The  S.  Paulo  Railway  Company  wished  lo  obtain 

an  official  document  Hint  il  had  been    unreasonable 
111  its  opposition  to  lite  budding  of  new  lines. 

Dr.  Ser/.edello  Correi,  then,  did  perfectly  ibdit 
in  withdrawing  all  these  favors,  and  he  would  "do 
belter  still,  if  in  confnrmiiy  wilh  ihe  provisions  of 
the  railway  law  be  compelled  the  English  railway 
company  to  increase  the  number  ol  its  daily  trains 
or  else  to  receive  onlv  such  merchandise  as  it  can 
Winspnrl  within  a  short  lime  instead  of  keeping  it 
for  months  in  its  warehouses.

Clause  28th  of  Decree  No.  1,7150  requires  that 
the  company  shall  ohiain  sufficient  ground  '  for  a 
double  track  throughout  the  length  of  the  trunk 
line  of  the  road  and  that  it  shall  construct  certain 
works  such  as  bridges  ovc  large  rivers,  viaducts, 
tunnels  and  embankments  of  ample  proportions  for 
a  double  track  if  il  should  become  necessary.  The 
doubling  ol  ihe  present  line  was,  then,  foreseen  in 
that  decree  and  the  government  could  now  demand 
it  without  being  under  the  slightest  obligated 
to  grant  the  company  favors  ol  any  kind  whatever. 

Clause  171b  of  ihe  same  decree  enumerates  the 
items  of  ihe  capital  account  and  among  litem  are 
those  relating  to  the  purchase  of  lands  and  the 
construction  of  permanent  works  on  the  road,  so 
hat  if  the  company  had  complied  with  the'  re- 
quirements of  that  clause  il  would  now  have  among 
its  assets  the  necessary  land  for  the  doubling  of  its 
track.  And  clause  iStli  declares  in  its  final  part  : 
"If  at  any  tune  the  company  needs  a  larger  capital 
than  that  of  two  millions  sterling,  il  must  obtain  it 
in  any  way  it  may  deem  advisable  on  its  own 
account,  at  Its  own  risk  and  on  its  own  security.

SEPT.  22.— S( uate,— The  Senate  voted  in  final 
discussion  ihe  amendments  lo  the  budget  ol  the 
department  of  justice  and  the  interior.  On  the 
appropriation  for  ihe  Pedagogium  there  was  a 
warm  del-tat  e  between  Senators  Ran  gel  Pestana, 
Manuel  Victor i no  and  Virgilio  Damasio.  The 
amendment  making  the  appropriation  was  sus- 
tained.— Chamber  of  Deputies.— Deputy  Thomaz 
Flores  defended  the  army.  The  soldier,  he  said, 
is  not,  as  has  been  alleged,  a  non-producer.  He 
is  the  mainlainer  of  peace,  without  which  there  is 
no  work  and  consequently  110  production.  Deputy 
Seabra  concluded  his  speech  on  the  events  of 
April  mth  and  kindred  subjects.  The  committees 
01  ihe  constitution  and  budget  reported  in  favor  of 
tie  Senate  bill  for  applying  to  the  pay  of  senatois 
and  depulies  during  the  prolongation  of  the  session 
tlie  unexpended  balance  of  appropriation  for  legis- 
lative expenses.  The  police  committee  reported  in 
favor  of  the  resolution  for  sitting  at  night  and  on 
Sundays  until  all  pressing  legislative  work  is  com- 
pleted. 

Sept.  23.—  Senate.  -The  committee  on  finance 
leptn  led  against  the  bill  from  the  Chamber  ol  Depu- 
ties for  reconvening  lhe  4°^  gold  bonds.— Chamber 
of,  Deputies.— 'Depuly  Garcia  Pires  spoke  in  favor 
o\  Chinese  immigration  and  Deputy  Bevilaqua 
against  it.  A  motion  of  Deputy  Franca  Carvalho 
to  cl-se  the  discussion  was  lost  for  want  of  a 
quorum.  Deputy  Jacques  Ourique  moved  to  in- 
struct ihe  proper  committees  of  the  bouse  to  report 
on  certain  points  of  constitutional  law,  among 
which  are  the  following:  "Shall  the  acts  of  the 
government  retiring  officers  ol  the  army  and  navy 
and  dismissing  professors  he  allowed  to  stand  ? 
Has  Congress  the  right  lo  delegate  powers  lo  lhe 
executive  branch  of  the  government?  Are  parlia- 
mentary immunities  suspended  by  a  declaration  of 
martial  law  r"  Has  the  Supreme  Court  no  right  to 
take  cognizance  of  cases  of  habeas  corpus  during 
the  existence  of  martial  law?  Deputy  Retmnba 
moved  to  inquire  whether  the  government  has  been 
officially  iulormed  of  lhe  opinion  expressed,  ac- 
cording to  a  telegram  published  in  the  Jornal  do 
Commereio,  by  the  Brazilian  minister  at  London, 
in  regard  to  the  causes  of  the  improvement  in  ex- 
change. One  of  the  causes  there  stated  is  the  death 
'  Gen.  Deodoro.  Deputy  Severino  Vieira  moved 
inquire  whether  banks  thai  have  contracted  to 
nd  money  to  planters  have  a  right  to  change  lhe 
te  of  interest  on  their  loans,  and,  if  not,  whether 
Le  government  has  means  at  its  disposal  to 
.strain  them  from  so  doing. 


The  United  Slates  government  recently  trans- 
ferred $20,000,000  in  gold  coin  from  San  Francisco 
to  New  York.  The  gold  was  shipped  in  500  boxes 
as  registered  mail  matter  and  was  under  the  charge 
of  special  postoffice  employes  and  guards.  A 
[special  mail  train  was  run  and  the  railways  across 
lhe  continent  charged  it  only  the  usual  mail  rates. 
[The  employes  and  guards  numbered  51  men.  The 
total  cost  to  Ihe  government  was  $3,500,  including 
the  persona!  expenses  of  the  men.  The  best  offer 
obtainable   from  lhe  express   companies,    which 

,e  included  the    '  ' 
•160,000  in  all. 


—The  people  of  Uberaba  are  again  complaining 
of  an  irregular  mail  service. 

—The  legislature  of  Para  has  voted  300,000$  for 
establishing  an  agricultural  school  in  that  state. 

—The  Santos  custom-house  is  offering  4$  a  daY 
for  laborers,  and  is  finding  difficulty  in  getting  men 
even  at  that  rate. 

-The  Republica,  a  paper  of  Ceara,  says  that  a 
valuable  alum  mine  has  been  discovered  in  the 
municipal  district  of  Crato  in  that  state. 

—The  state  of  Para  expects  to  send400  packages 
of  exhibits  to  the  Chicago  exposition,  including  a 
large  number  of  textile  fibres,  native  woods,  etc. 

—On  the  20th  inst.  the  president  of  S.  Paulo 
signed  the  bill  appropriating  40,000$  for  causing 
that  state  to  be  represented  at  the  Chicago  ex- 
hibition. 

_  \  paper  of  Piauhy  says  that  in  honor  of  the 
christening  of  a  doll,  of  which  Governor-elect 
Loriolano  was  godfather,  the  day  was  officially  de- 
clared a  holiday. 

—The  strike  of  the  custom-house  laborers  in 
Santos  continues  "pacifically,"  says  a  telegram  of 
the  23rd,  but  to  the  serious  prejudice  of  commerce. 
Commerce  is  now  getting  used  to  that  sort  of  thing. 

—A  man  named  Constantino  Poeta  has  just  been 
condemned  in  S.  Paulo  to  two  years' imprisonment 
for  homicide.  It  would  be  better  to  acquit  a  man 
entirely  than  to  impose  such  a  punishment  for 
murder. 

—On  the  night  of  the  24th  a  gang  of  thieves 
broke  into  the  house  of  Lmz  de  Pontes  Barbosa, 
Campinas,  bound  the  whole  family,  and  then 
sacked  the  place,  carrying  away  property  to  the 
value  of  18,000$. 

—The  commander  of  the  gunboat  Ciinan/a, 
stationed  at  the  port  of  Santos,  has  asked  to  be  re- 
lieved of  his  command  on  the  ground  that  the 
means  at  his  disposal  are  insufficient  for  enforcing 
the  quarantine  regulations. 

—A  telegram  of  the  20th  from  S.  Paulo  says 
that  at  that  date  there  were  in  Santos  more  than 
300  cases  of  small-pox,  which,  according  to  the 
same  telegram,  is  also  epidemic  in  Santo  Amaro, 
Jahii,  Xiririca  and  other  localities. 

—An  employe  of  the  Companhia  de  Navega$ao 
Costeira  at  Porto  Alegre  has  been  caught  in  a 
robbery  of  2,Soo$.  He  had  taken  the  money  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  his  marriage.  Not  a  prom- 
ising beginning  of  wedded  life,  surely  ! 

A  telegram  of  the  22nd  from  Santos  says  that 

there  is  a  dispute  between  the  municipal  council  of 
that  city  and  the  gas  company,  and  that  conse- 
quentlv'during  several  of  the  preceding  nights  the 
city  had  been  left  in  almost  total  darkness. 

—At  Jaguara,  Minas  Geraes,  a  young  man  re- 
cently lost  one  of  his  hands  through  the  explosion 
of  a  dynamite  rocket  on  h>s  wedding-day.  The 
next  time  he  gets  married  he  will  probably  know 
better  than  to  use  dynamite  in  expressing  his  joy. 

—The  body  of  a  candy- vendor  named  Joao  Bap- 
tista  was  found  in  Ku'a  do  Gazometro,  in  Sao 
Paulo,  on  the  night  of  the  24th.  The  unfortunate 
man  had  been  severely  wounded,  one  of  the 
wounds  showing  a  sword-thrust  through  the  heart. 

—Alarming  notices  are  received  from  Catalao, 
Goyaz,of  threatened  attacks  from  the  Affonsos  tribe 
of  Indians.  It  is  even  charged  that  these  Indians, 
who  are  professional  cutthroats,  are  majcing  inroads 
in  various  place",  counting  upon  the  protection  of 
the  police. 

—A  Bahia  telegram  of  the  26th  says  that  cadet 
Leoncio  and  some  other  individuals  had  attacked 
the  editor  of  the  Correio  de  Noticias  lhe  preceding 
morning,  and  gravely  injured  him  with  stones  and 
pistol  shots.  Another  instance  of  the  peaceable- 
ness  of  the  military  ! 

—A  Para  telegram  of  the  25th  says  that  the  bark 
Tranquebar,  with  a  cargo  of  coal  from  Cardiff,  had 
been  wrecked  between  Salinas  and  the  Braganca 
channel,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Cinlra  river.  The 
master  and  four  sailors  were  lost,  and  five  sailors 
were  saved.     The  cargo  is  a  total  loss. 

—A  telegram  of  the  22nd  from  S.  Paulo  says 
that  the  Banco  da  Lavoura  has  temporarily  sus- 
pended the  refunding  of  their  money  to  holders  of 
Ypiranga  lottery  tickets.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  no 
mistake  has  been  made  and  that  it  is  really  the 
suspension  and  not  the  refunding  that  is  temporary. 

—One  of  the  reasons  given  by  the  vice-president 
of  Espirito  Santo  for  not  changing  the  flag  is  the 
danger  of  getting  into  the  habit  of  changing  it. 
But  why  should  that  be  called  a  danger,  if  the 
majority  of  the  people  don't  care  what  flag  they  are 
under  any  how  ?  And  why  not  change  the  flag  as 
often  and  easily  as  they  change  their  governors  ? 

—A  S.  Paulo  telegram  of  the  23rd  says  that  the 
jury  has  absolved  the  three  soldiers  of  the  loth 
regiment  who  assaulted  the  captain  of  the  Br.  bark 
Bacbaden  in  June  last  for  the  purpose  of  robbery. 
Englishmen  will  soon  learn,  we  trust,  that  they 
have  no  legal  protection  in  Brazil,  and  will  there- 
fore have  to  take  care  of  themselves  as  best  they

—The  state  of  Para  will  distribute  at  the  Chi- 
cago exhibition  pamphlets  in  different  languages 
giving  an  account  of  the  balloon  of  Julio  Cesar, 
The  sum  of  10,000$  has  been  appropriated  for  this 
purpose.  For  the  information  of  our  American 
readers  we  would  say  that  it  is  not  the  same  Julius 
Cssar  who  used  to  travel  about  Gaul  on  foot  to  the 
great  inconvenience  of  the  public.  We  believe 
that  the  only  thing  in  common  between  the  two 
men  is  the  circumstance  that  they  are  both  dead.

Railroad    Notes 

— The  Mopyann  company  lifts  presenled  Us  sur- 
veys (or  tlie  first  section  of  ila  line  between  Santos 
and  the  interior, 

— The  Rio  d'Ouro  railway  irmimgcmeiU  llM  ex- 
pended 289,120$  on  new  material  since  llie  uuv- 
ernment  look  over  tlie  line  on  Murch  51)1,   1890. 

—A  new  Baldwin  locomotive  was  nut  on  llie 
Corcovado  line  on  the  23rd  and  yave  llie  fullest 
satisfaction.  It  made  tlie  journey  to  tlie  top  ol  llie 
mountain  in  15  minutes, 

—Another  train  was  thrown  11A  llie  track  1111  llie 
Central  railway  on  Siindny,  at  4  ]).mt,  near  the 
station  of  Sena.  Three  cars  were  thrown  Inntl  the 
track,  hut  it  is  not  known  wheilier  any  lives  were 
lost.  At  the  railway  offices,  no  hiluiiiiatioii  is 
given. 

—Six  locomotives  that  are  unrlerROliiK  thorough 
repairs  at  tlie  Central  railway  workshops  will  he 
ready  by  the  middle  of  next  month,  It  is  n  pity 
that  llie  director  of  the  1  ofttl  cannot  be  sent  there 
and  thoroughly  repaired  alio,  even  if  lie  should  not 
he  ready  before  the  middle  of  next  year. 

— The  Central  is  certainly  one  of  the  large  rail- 
ways of  (he  world,  and  ils  traffic  is  most  important 
for  the  development  of  it  very  large  district.  It  is, 
however,  the  worst  managed  road  in  the  world. 
The  manner  in  which  ils  freight  traffic  is  managed 
is  so  petty  and  discreditable  llmt  no  one  would 
believe  it  possible  who  has  not  actually  seen  it.  It 
is  a  service  of  which  Brazil  ought  to  he  ashamed. 

—Two  important  shareholders  of  the  Nordesle 
do  Brazil  railway  company  have  asked  the  police 
to  investigate  certain  declarations  in  the  prospectus 
of  that  scheme  to  the  effect  that  the  railway  con- 
cession had  a  guarantee  ol  6°/0  gold,  as  no  such 
specification  is  to  be  found  in  Hie  original  ounces 
sion,  nor  in  the  contract  made  with  the  grantees, 
The  manaiiing-direclor  of  the  Banco  Frnnco-Brrwl- 
eiro,  Sr.  Lniz  Barbosa  Coppet,  is  indicated  as  the 
parly  to  be  called  upon  for  explanations, 

— The  Central  railway  is  still  managed  solely  in 
the  interests  ol  a  disorganized  and  11 11  disciplined 
lot  of  employes.  The  interests  of  the  business 
community  are  not  consulted  and  their  properly  is 
not  even  protected,  Some  time  ago  It  was  an- 
nounced that  express  packages  weighing  more  than 
10  kilos  would  not  he  received,  and  now  it  is  an- 
nounced that  henceforth  no  shipper  can  dispatch 
more  than  100  kilos  of  salt  at  a  time,  It  look*  as 
though  the  Central  railway  were  being  run  by 
school-girls. 

—There  was  a  meeting  ol  llie  S,  Paulo  repre- 
sentatives in  this  city  on  the  evening  of  the  2311! 
inst.,  at  which  llie  governor  and  secretary  of 
agriculture  ol  that  stale  were  present,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  discussing  the  railway  problem  of  thai 
slate,  principally  in  connection  with  the  S.  Paulo 
railway.  The  result  was  a  resolution  in  favor  ol  a 
contract  with  that  company,  and  the  minister  of 
agriculture  lias  been  advised  to  that  effect.  The 
superintendent  ol  the  line  came  down  on  Saturday, 
in  response  to  a  telegram,  and  the  negotiations 
have  been  reopened,  wMi  a  prospect  of  their  sue- 
cessful  conclusion  without  the  disputed  clause  in- 
sisted upon  by  Minister  Seize  tie  Ho. 


Coffee  Notes 


—An  invitation  has  been  issued  to  the  coffee 
exporters  of  this  city  to  meet  Minister  Serzcdello 
at  the  office  of  Messrs.  Philips  Bros.  &  Co.  on  the 
29th  inst.,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  ques- 
tion of  paying  export  duties  in  bills  of  exchange . 

—The  Trinidad  board  oT  ;u>rici|1uire  offers  a 
prize  of  $425,  fftr  the  cultivation  of  orangesj  ami  of 
$1,250  lor  llie  cultivation  of  coffee.  Entries  were 
lo  close  on  June  30II1,  the  plantations  to  be  open 
for  inspection  by  the  judges  at  any  lime  wiihin 
three  years  in  the  case  ol  coffee,  and  within  four 
years  in  regard  to  orange  culture. 


THE  NEW  COFFEE  BAG, 

In  consequence  of  general  complaints  from  for- 
eign markets  concerning  llie  shortage  of  weight  n( 
coffee  shipped  bom  this  port,  a  meeting  ol  en  nor. 
ters  was  held  ai  the  office  of  Messrs.  J'hipps  Bios, 
&  Co.  on  July  8,  the  chair  being  occupied  by  Mr. 
Taylor.  Alter  discussing  the  question  a  commission 
of  four  was  appointed  lo  investigate  ihe  mailer, 
and,  in  combination  with  the  ensaccadores,  to  sludy 
some  method  of  improving  the  characier  of  the 
package  employed. 

The  result  was  a  meeiing  of  ensaccadoves,  hag- 
makers  and  exporters  (also  convened  at  Messrs. 
PhippsBros.  &  Co.)  on  the  22nd  inst.,  where,  llie 
commission  submitted  a  proposal  which  met  wild 
general  approbation. 

Briefly  it  was  this: 

"The  hag  must  he  of  larger  dimensions:  sny 
14a  centimetres  in  circumference  by  94  depili. 
The  hessians  employed  must  be  of  Hie  Pest,  which 
on  examination  shall  prove  to  have  the  following 
cbaracterislics:  No.  of  r>-cd  and  pick  per  sqnaie 
inch    (English    31    to  32),  the  weight   per    lino    of 

the  foregoing  dimensions  hdn^os  to  410  grm es. 

Furl  her,  the  twine  used  for  stitching  tlie  hag  must 
be  of  sufficient  sireiigih  10  bear  the  strain,  aiul  (for 
want  of  Other  Standard)  must  never  be  inferior  lo 
the  mark  known  as  '  hlamburguez.1  "  These  con. 
dilions  will  come  inio  force  on  January  1st,  1893. 

At  the  meeting  was  also  discussed  an  idea,  ably 
brought  forward  by  Sr.  Alberto  Moniz,  louching 
the  possibility  of  forming  a  club  or  association  of 
coffee   merchants  of  all  classes   for  the 
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quotations,  arbitrating  on  disj: 

On  1  hat  idea  the  following  commission  represen- 
ting the  various  interesis  in  coffee,  was  appointed 
to  study  the  advisability  of  Ihe  scheme:  Messrs. 
Alberto  Moniz.  Ramos,  Tross,  and  Max 
Nolhmann. 

To  Mr.  Max  Nolhmann  are  due  the  thanks  of 
every  one  concerned  in  the  coffee  trade  fur,  llie 
time  and  labor  he  has  given,  which  have  culminated 
in  the  agreement  now  established.

finance  ? 

—  President  Floriano  Peixoto  has  signed  the  ,nVy 
bill,  in  conformity  with  which  the  naval  force  for 
1693  w»l  be  composed  014,400  national  marines 
300  soldiers  of  the  naval  battalion,  300  stokers 
and  3,000  naval  apprentices. 

—The  heat  of  tlie  past  week  was  a  reminder  of 
the  days  to  come— in  this  world,  If  something  is 
not  done  lo  clean  up  this  city,  ihe  hoi  season  will 
surely  play  the  mischief  wilh  us  and  perhaps  add  a 
new  element  ol  risk  for  us— in  the  next  world.

—On  the  20th  inst.  President  Floriano  Peixoto 
signed  the  hill  recently  voted  by  Congress  for  or- 
ganizing  the  federal  district.  By  this  law  the  dis- 
nicl  will  be  under  the  control  ol  a  prefect  appointed 
bv  Ihe  President  of  the  republic,  wilh  the  advice 
ami  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  a  municipal  council 
eh-cled  by  the  people  ol  the  district.  The  latter 
will  exercise  legislative  functions  anil  llie  former 
esecuiive  functions  wilh  the  faculty  of  vetoing 
municipal  bills.  He  will  hold  office  for  four  years, 
but  the  first  incumbent  will  only  serve  till  Decem- 
ber 3isl,  1894.  His  salary  will  be  24,000$  per 
annum.  file  municipal  councillors  for  ihe  first 
lenn  will  be  27  in  number  and  wilt  be  paid  6.000$ 
each  per  annum  and  the  president  8,000$  per 
annum.  The  council  will  hold  every  year  two 
sessions,  neither  of  which  will  exceed  60  days. 
The  term  of  office  will  be  for  Ihree  years. 

—  At  two  o'clock  a.m.  on  the  20th  the  body  ol  a 
mulatto  woman  horribly  mutilated  was  discovered 
111  a  btiskel  covered  wilh  two  gunny  ba^s  111  the 
basin  of  the  foumnin  on  Largo  do  Deposit© ,  Dur- 
ing ihe  day  the  body  was  identified  and  evidence 
was  given  furnishing  a  clue  to  the  discovery  of  the 
perpetrators  of  the  crime.  The  head,  arms  and 
legs  were  missing,  but  a  companion  of  the  uiifortu- 
naie  woman  identified  her  by  certain  marks  on  the 
body  as  one  Maria  de  Macedo,  who  had  been  the 
mistress  of  some  soldiers.
